fever can be checked by close attention to the work of exterminating the 
mosquitoes.

of Athol, the last cerson 
seen 
with 


Frank J. Burns, the missing: Jewelry 
drummer of Marlboro, who WHS em- 
ployed by R. S. Rounds & Co. of Wor- 
cester, and who mysteriously dlsapear- 
ed Dee. 17 last, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon by State Detective Dunham 
and Inspector John n. McGnrr of this 
city. The charge agaJnst him Is lar- 
ceny. 


Smith was taken to the office of Chief 


Joseph E Shaw of the district police 
xnd upon being searched there were 
round on hi.s person three gold watches 
II rings and a gold chain, all of which 
Smith admitted were In the cases i'i 
which Burns carried Ills stock of goods. 
There were also found on him numer- 
ous pawn tickets and he confessed thnl 
they represented 
watches and 
rings 


which he had pawned in this city in 
Worcester and In New York. 


He .was questioned for hours as to 


what had become of Burns. He stoutly 
denied any knowledge of where Burns 
went after he left Mm at a place 
called "Bell's Hchoolhouse," some miles 
from Athol on the night of Dec. 17.

none such has been discovered. 


It "will be interesting to watch to what extent the ravages of 
yellow 


fever can be checked by close attention to the work of exterminating the 
mosquitoes.

..othln^ that had not already been trs- 
tfaod to, hut the manner in which he 
tolu it thnt the chief interest lay. 


All the while he was the object of 


the closest 
scrutiny on 
the part of 


T)ra. Jci.'.v. Quimny and Pagn, well-

frequent no(?s during the progress of 
Johnson's examination by his counsel. 
The examination wag a tiresome one, 


Johnson frequently requiring half a 
minute or more uefore 
replying to 


even the simplest questions of counsel.

come, 


however, were intelligent, and connect- 
ed, and there was no appearance of 
wandering from the aubjoct of Inquiry 
except in two or three instances where 
be bnlf finished an answer .and then 
Raid he could not remember. 


Peculiar interest was lent to the ap- 


pearance on the Bland of Johnson as a 
witness because in a preliminary ox- 
fimination earlier in the day, and in the 
absence of the jury, Drs. Jelly and

spoke to Mr. Dumont of the advisabil- 
ity of placing spec.lal watchmen over 
the balloon and placing the cover on 
the box. This Mr. Dumont failed to 
do, only partially replacing the cover 
as he stated he desired to get all the 
have been necessary to cut the balloon. 
Jf air had been essential to the balloon 
as much could have been obtained If 
a strong wire netting hnd been placed 
over the top of the box, the cover of 
which was only about half removed 
anyway. 
"One of Mr. Dumont's assistants Is 


said to carry a 1'arge. strong knife.
